BY; THE COURT 

In this election petition challenging the election of the 
respondent as a member of the Parliament from the Lok Sabha 


7—Moradabad Parliamentary constituency in the State of 
Uttar Pradesh, two applications have been moved. The first 
is an application under section 86 of the Representation of 
Peoples Act (hereinafter referred to as Act). The other appli¬ 
cation is under order 6 rule 16 read with order 7 rule 11 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure (hereinafter referred to as Code only). 

1. The petitioner has also moved an application under sec¬ 
tion 151 of the Code permitting the petitioner either to score 
out the words attested to be true copy' written at the bottom 
of the affidavit or to permit the petitioner to file fresh affida¬ 
vit. This application is as a consequence of the application 
moved under section 86 (1) of the Act. 

2. The election of the respondent has been challenged on 
various grounds alleged to be practises which are corrupt prac¬ 
tices falling within the ambit of Section 123 (2), (3) and (3- 
A) of the Act. The details of these allegations shall be dealt 
with at the appropriate places. 

3. In the application under section 86 (1) of the Act the 
petitioner has stated that as the election has been challenged 
on the ground of adopting corrupt practices as contained in 
sections mentioned above, it was necessary that the election 
petition should be accompanied by an affidavit. It has been 
alleged that the copy of the election petition supplied to the 
respondent is not a correct copy as the same has not been 
attested as a true copy by the election petitioner in his own 
handwriting and therefore, it is no copy within the meaning 
of section 123 of the Act. It has been also urged that peti¬ 
tioner has referred to various documents in his petition but 
the same has not been supplied to the respondent alongwith 
tlte Copy of the election petition. Since these copies are inte¬ 
gral part of the election petition, therefore, copies ought to 
have been supplied to the respondent. It has been also urged 
that in the affidavit annexed to the election petition the word 
'attested to be true copy' is written at the end. There is a 
signature of the petitioner below these words. Thus this affi¬ 
davit is only a true copy of the original. Therefore, the origi¬ 
nal affidavit is missing, Since the original affidavit has not 
been annexed with the election petition. The petition is bad 
in the eye of law and ought to be rejected. 

4. In reply to the application of the petitioner moved un¬ 
der section 151 of the Code it has been urged that the peti¬ 
tioner can not be permitted to either score out the words 
'attested to be true Copy' because it is an integral part of the 
affidavit and can not be allowed to be amended. It has been 
also contended that the petitioner can not be allowed to fill in 
the lacuna by permitting him to file fresh affidavit. 

5. It has been argued by the learned counsel for the appli¬ 
cant that the proviso to section 83 makes it mandatory that 
when the petitioner alleges any corrupt practice the petition 
shall also be accompanied by an affidavit in the prescribed 
form in support of allegation of such corrupt practice and the 
particular thereof. It was urged that this mandatory require- 
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merit of the proviso has not been fulfilled. The affidavit an¬ 
nexed with the application is only a true copy. It is not the 
original. Therefore, the petition is not fulfilling the mandate 
of section 83 of the Act. In support of his contention the 
learned counsel for the petitioner has cited Rameshwar Dayal 
Arate Vs, Munna Singh Bhadoria and others: AIR 1992 M.P. 
161. In this case M.P. High Court had held that the term 
'election petition' as used in section 81 (3) has not been de¬ 
fined in the Act. The High Court observed that it is well 
settled that the other papers also, in addition to the petition, 
which form integral part of the petition are to be included in 
term 'election petition.' The High Court observed : 

"For this view statutory inspiration is supplied mainly 
by Cl, (a) of S. 83 (1) describing the requirements 
or" "Contents" of an "election petition." All "mate¬ 
rial facts" how soever set out enjoining the petitioner 
to rely thereon, to succeed obviously forms part of 
the election petition Cl. (b) read with the proviso 
also mak es it clear that an 'affidavit' made a manda¬ 
tory requirement for challenging election on the 
ground of corrupt practice committed during elec¬ 
tion, necessarily becomes a part of the election peti¬ 
tion." 

6. In Rameshwar Dayal Arale's case the High Court also 
observed that without' affidavit’ an election petition cannot 
be treated as a complete 1 election petition* within the mean¬ 
ing of the term employed in section 81 (3) because of the 
requirement of the ’affidavit’ contemplated under section 83 
(1) (b). proviso being mandatory. The High Court had re¬ 
ferred to the dicta of summit Court in M. Kamalam, AIR 
1978 SC 840, where it was observed that the election petition 
is in truth and reality one document, consisting of two parts, 
one being the election petition proper and the other being the 
affidavit referred to in the proviso to section 83 (1). 

7. Reliance was also placed by the learned counsel for the 
applicant—respondent on Abraham Juriakose Vs. P.T. 
Thomas, AIR 1992 Kerala 19. In this case the petition was 
based on corrupt practice of bribery etc. These facts were 
verified as true to the knowledge and information of the peti¬ 
tioner. It was held that this sort of verification was not proper. 
According to form 25 attached to the Election rule the affida¬ 
vit should have stated separately as to what facts were true to 
his knowledge and what were based on information. It was 
also held that the defect in affidavit is fatal and can not be 
cured. 

8. In reply to the above argument the learned counsel for 
petitioner urged that affidavit is simple statement in writing 
and on oath, sworn before some one who has authority to 
administer it, "as defined in Moseley and Whidey's Law Dic¬ 
tionary and words and phrases permanent Edition 2-A. My 
attention was drawn to the affidavit. It was urged that it has 


been verified by the Oath Commissioner. The Oath Com¬ 
missioner has endorsed words' before him' and below it had 
appended his signature and seal. "It was urged that this sig¬ 
nature and seal are not meant to be on the copy. The en¬ 
dorsement on the right hand bottom comer bearing the words 
'attested to be true copy' is only a accidental endorsement 
and cannot be integral part of the affidavit. I find myself 
unable to accept this contention. The deponent is the person 
knowing English. He has signed in a fluent Roman charac¬ 
ter. Hence when ht signed below the words 'attested to be 
true Copy' then it will be deemed that he fully knew that pa¬ 
per which he is signing is the true copy of the affidavit. This 
Court will not go behind the document and make a search as 
to what were the actual intention of the party, It clear tran¬ 
spires from this document that it is true copy, therefore, I can 
not infer that these words 'attested to be true copy' were 
superfluous and typed out inadvertently on the document. It 
may be easily argued that it is possible that the petitioner 
might have prepared two or more affidavits of similar nature 
and got each of them verified by an Oath Commissioner and 
filed one of them as 'attested true copy'. The document has 
to be read on its face value and it must be deemed to be only 
true copy, Thus the original affidavit is wanting in this case. 

8-A. The learned counsel for the petitioner has cited F. A. 
Saba Vs. Sincora : AIR 1991 SC 1557, Brij Mohan Das 
AgarwaFV S, ZA. Ahmad: 24 ELR 371; Kidwai Husain Kamil 
Vs. Yadav Ram Sewak 25 ELR35 ; N.P. Chengelaraya Naidu 
Vs. C.N. Pratabhi Reddi ; 25 ELR168 ; SadhuRam Vs. Hira 
Singh Pal: 52 ELR 151 ; D. Kamalan Vs. Dr. V.A. Saved 
Mahmood : AIR 1978 SC 840 and Prabhat Gulab Gur Gosain 
Vs. On Shivraj Kumar Alabhai Khachan and others', 36 ELR 
131 in support of his contention that not filing of affidavit is 
not fatal. The above cases are distinguishable on facts. In 
these cases the main question was whether compliance of 
section 83 (1) of the Act has been made, i.e. the true and 
attested copy of the petition was supplied to the respondent. 
Section 83 (1) of the Act read as under :— 

83. Contents of petition, (1) An election petition— 

(a) Shall contain a concise statement of the material 
facts on which the petitioner relics ; 

(b) Shall set forth full particulars of any corrupt prac¬ 
tice that the petitioner alleges, including as full a 
statement as possible of the names of the parties 
alleged to have committed such corrupt practice 
and the date and place of the commission of each 
such practice; 

(c) Shall be signed by the petitioner and verified in 
the manner laid down in the Code of Civil proce¬ 
dure. 1908 (5 of 19081 for the verification of plead¬ 
ings. 
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Provided that where the petitioner alleges any corrupt 
practice, the petition shall also be accompanied by an affida¬ 
vit in the prescribed form in support of the allegation of such 
corrupt practice and the particulars thereof. The word 'shall' 
used in this section is significant. The word 'shall' has to 
mean as shall and cannot mean as 'may'. It is so because by 
filing an affidavit the deponent-petitioner takes the responsi¬ 
bility of what is alleging about adopting of corrupt practice 
by the respondent. 

9. It has been argued by the learned counsel for the re¬ 
spondent that the affidavit is not in the form 25 attached with 
the rule. The form 25 states that the affidavit should be swom 
separately as to which paragraph and the paragraphs of sched¬ 
ule are true to the knowledge of the petitioner and which para - 
graphs are true to his information. 

10. It was pointed out that in paragraph 2, para 3435 has 
been mentioned where as there is no paragraph bearing num¬ 
ber 3435 in whole of the petition. In paragraphs 2, 3, and 4 
paragraphs 31,44 and 45 have swom in partly without speci¬ 
fying as to which part sworn is true to the information of the 
petitioner and which part is true to his knowledge. It has 
been also argued that the para 4 of the affidavit has not been 
sworned. Therefore, it is not an affidavit at all. In reply to 
the above contention the learned counsel for petitioner urged 
that the figure 34 and 35 is a typographical error. A comma 
has been omitted between the figure 34 and 35 and this omis¬ 
sion does not affect the validity of the affidavit. It has been 
also argued that according to form 25 the words of affirma¬ 
tion'ought to be contained in the opening paragraph and there¬ 
after the following paragraphs should say as to which 
paragraphs are true to his knowledge and which is true to his 
information. The paragraph 4 of affidavit states in accor¬ 
dance with the requirement of form 25 as to which annexure 
are original and which arc true transcripts and translations. 

11. The contention of the respondent that swearing of affi - 
davit regarding paragraphs 31, 33, 37, 44 and 45 are defec¬ 
tive has sufficient force. These paragraphs are fairly long 
paragraphs. It should have been stated in the affidavit as to 
which part that first, middle or the last were true to the knowl¬ 
edge of the petitioner or information. By simply mentioning 
the words partly and without specifying the part the petitioner 
has left the respondent guessing. The part should have been 
specifically stated by indicating the part by mentioning the 
first and the last letter of the part and by enclosing it with 
inverted commas. In this way the affidavit is not at all in 
compliance of rule 94-A of Representation of people Rules. 

12. There is no force i n the contention of the learned coun¬ 
sel for the petitioner that he can file a fresh affidavit and in 
the alternative he may be permitted to score out the words 
'attested to be true Copy' at the end. As I have already held 
that the affidavit can not be amended by taking help of order 
6 Rule 17, of the Code of Civil Procedure, even under the 


inherent powers, this Court can not permit the petitioner score 
out those words. These words arc under the signature of the 
petitioner and he must bear the responsibility' of such endorse¬ 
ment under his signature. He can not be permitted to turn 
round and say that this endorsement has been made inadvert¬ 
ently. 

12 A. In respect of the second application it has been con¬ 
tended by the learned counsel for the respondent-applicant 
that it is now settled law that where corrupt practice is al¬ 
leged the petitioner should come forward with clear and spe¬ 
cific facts and it should not be left fbr court to infer by adopting 
process of involved reasoning. In Daulat Ram Chauhan Vs. 
Anand Sharma : AIR 1984 SC 621 the Supreme Court has 
observed 

"In order to constitute corrupt practices, the necessary' 
particulars, statement of facts and essential ingre¬ 
dients that must be contained in the pleadings 

are:— 

(1) Direct and detailed nature of corrupt practice as 
defined in the Act. 

(2) Details of every' important particular must be 
stated giving the time, place names of persons, use 
of words and expressions, etc. 

(3) It must clearly appear from the allegations that 
the corrupt practices alleged were indulged in by 
(a) the candidate himself (b) his authorised elec¬ 
tion agent or any other person with his express or 
implied consent. 

13. The petition contains 50 paragraph in all. The para¬ 
graphs 1 to 13 are general in nature specifying the details of 
various constituencies, the number of votes secured by each 
of the contesting candidate, the number of voters attending 
the meeting of parties, and the member of Muslim voters. In 
paragraph 14, it was clearly stated that respondent, the elected 
candidate, in order to polarise the votes of Muslims adopted 
the corrupt practice falling within the ambit of section 123 
(3-A) of the Act. 

14, In paragraph 15 the petitioner has staled about a meet¬ 
ing at the house of Rizwanul Haq a Janata Dal candidate of 
34 Moradabad Dehat Constituency, in which the respondent 
is said to have attended and produced some Fatawas obtained 
from the fountain head of Islamic Schools of Devband and 
Barelly Sharif. It was argued by the learned counsel for the 
respondent that in this paragraph it was stated as to which 
worker the Fatwas were handed over for distribution to Mus¬ 
lim voters and also to paste them in the locality dominated by 
Muslim voters. The name of the person issuing the Fatwas 
was also not disclosed. 
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15. In paragraph 16 it was stated that in the Friday prayer 
meeting of Mohamdans worshippers in Jama Masjid 
Mughalpura on 14th June, 1991 the Fatwas were distributed. 
This paragraph does not say as to which of the two Fatwas 
Annexures P2 and P3 were distributed. It has not been stated 
that the Fatwas P2 and P3 were distributed or some other 
Fatwas were distributed. Consequently the whole of the alle¬ 
gations arc vague. 

16. The paragraph 19 was also attacked. In this paragraph 
it has not been stated that Samarpal Singh had adopted any 
corrupt practice in supporting the respondent. However, in 
paragraph 20 it was stated that Samarpal Singh and his elec¬ 
tion agents were found distributing the Copies of the Fatawas 
and Superintendent of police Moradabad had found some 
Fatawas lying in the Maruti van of Samar Pal Singh. It has 
not been stated in this paragraph as to when and on what date 
and lime the Fatawas were distributed. It was also not stated 
as to what place the Maruti van was found by the 
Supeintendent of police in which pamphlets contains Fatawas 
were found. The details of Fatawas has also not been stated. 
The paragraph 21 is also vague. It does not state the date and 
time when the respondent got the Fatwa read out in his pres¬ 
ence. The details of Fatawas which is said to be read out is 
wanting. It was not stated whether the Fatwas read out was 
annexures P2 or P3 or any other Fatwas. 

17. Like paragraph 21 the paragraph 22 does not state the 
time and date when the photostat copy of Fatawa were dis¬ 
tributed through the Imam of two mosques of the village 
mentioned in the paragraph. The details of Fatawa has also 
not been given. The name of Imam and Muslim pradhan to 
whom the Fatwas were handed has not been stated. The name 
of villages to whose village pradhans the Fatwas were dis¬ 
tributed is wanting. Tn paragraph 23 also the petitioner has 
not stated as to i n which Muslim dominated area and on what 
date, time and place the Fatwas were pasted on conspicuous 
places. 

18. Paragraphs 24 to 27 describe Fatwas P2 and P3. They 
do not contain any allegation about the corrupt practice. Para¬ 
graph 28 states as to what effect the Fatawas have on Muslim 
candidate. It was urged that by distributing Fatwas the re¬ 
spondent was able to persuade to Muslim voters to Cast vote 
for him. There is a general allegation that by distribution, 
pasting and circulation of Fatwas on 13th, 14th and 15th 
June, 1991 the respondent had achieved his object in secur¬ 
ing votes of Muslims voters in his favour. 

19. Paragraphs 29 to 3 5 narrate as to what was the effect of 
Fatwas P2 and 3 to the Muslim voters. 

20. In paragraph 36 the petitioner stated that by the afore¬ 
said Fatwas the respondent made appeal on the ground of 
religion asking the Muslims voters of his constituency to vote 
for him. It was stated that Fatawas created hate between 
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Muslim and Hindu and the vote was sought on the ground of 
religious feelings and this act of the respondent amounts to a 
corrupt practice falling within the ambit of section 123 of the 
Act. The same sort of allegation has been made in paragraphs 
37, 38 and 39. In paragraph 40 it was stated that there were 
two schools of thought called Devbandi and Bareilly Schools. 
Since the respondent had obtained Fatwas from both the 
schools, he had left no chance. In the last sentence it was 
stated that the Fatwas were got published and distributed by 
the respondent. The details of these publishers and the place 
where the Fatwas were distributed has not been given. In 
paragraph 41, it was stated that on account of Fatwas the 
Muslim candidate had been able to secure large number of 
Muslim votes. In paragraphs 42 and 43 was stated that Gulam 
Mohammad Khan had cleverly implemented his scheme in 
such a manner that other candidate have no chance to counter 
his move. 

21. In paragraph 44 it was staled that for implementation 
of his object to attract Muslim voters the respondent got 
printed and published hand bill Annexure 5 which amounted 
to instigate the anti-Hindu feelings and thereby motivate the 
Mohamdans to vote in favour of returned candidate. In this 
very paragraph it was stated that hand bills were distributed 
amongst 6000 worshippers gathered on Friday prayer. In 
this paragraph also the date, time and place where posters 
and handbills distributed and posted has not been mentioned. 
The name of the workers who distributed these pamphlets 
has also not been mentioned. 

22. The paragraphs 46 to 50 are formal containing the state¬ 
ment about the deposit of security and prayer. The above 
discussion of the paragraphs of the petition indicates that the 
alleged corrupt practice, mainly aimed at announcing the re¬ 
ligious feelings of Muslim voters. Which is quite vague. They 
have left the respondent guessing and he can not effectively 
file a reply. 

23. Relyi ng upon the cases in Rup Lai Vs. Nachhattar Singh: 
AIR 1982 SC 1559, Amar Nath Vs. Janardan Prasad : AIR 
1988 All. 116 and Amrish Vs. Mahabir Singh Rana: 1987 
All. Law Journal 1137, learned counsel for the petitioner 
urged that the principles for construing the pleadings of a 
party arc as under ■— 

(i) The Court should not construe the pleadings with 
such meticulous care so as to result in defeating of 
genuine cases on trivial ground. 

(ii) The pleadings should not be construed in hyper 
technical manner. The only thing which should 
be seen that whether the allegation gives sufficient 
notice to the opposite party as to what allegation 
he has to meet. 

(iii) The pleadings are not statute and legalism is not 
varbalism. In construing the pleadings common 
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scnce should be applied and the law should not be 
negatived by the Court by sanctifying little omis¬ 
sions as fatal flaws. On this proposition reliance 
was placed on S.B. Noronah V. Prem Kuinari : 
1980 SC 193 and also on Udau Singh Vs. Madho 
Rao Sindhia : AIR 1976 SC 744. 

(iv) No pedantic approach should be adopted to defeat 
justice by hair solitting the pleadings. 

24, It was urged that it is the duty of the Court to ascertain 
die substance of the pleadings to determine the question. 
Learned counsel for the petitioner also urged that the Court 
should bear the difference in a writ petition a suit plaint or a 
pedtion urder the election law. In the plaint or a pedtion un¬ 
der the election law the facts slated are not evidence and any 
proof of such fact is not required to be pleaded and the docu¬ 
mentary evidence annexed thereto. 

25. Lastly it was urged that if the respondent feels any dif¬ 
ficulty in formulating his defence then the Court may always 
ask the petitioner to furnish the necessary details. 

26, The petition challenging an elecdon arises under a stat¬ 
ute. It is not an ordinary pleading under the Code of Civil 
Procedure, Only the Code of Civil Procedure had been ap¬ 
plied to the proceedings. It is now a sedled law that the elec¬ 
tion petidon being a creature of Representadon of Peoples 
Act should be construed strictly. Any defect in the pleadings 
which goes at the very root cannot be cured by asking the 
petidoncr to furnish details. The case of the petitioner is based 
on corrupt practice in which the main ground is that 'Fatwas' 
issued by some Muslim redgious leaders had an impact on 
the Muslim voters of the Constituency from which the 
contesting respondent was elected. As discussed above, the 
petitioner has not stated in most of the paragraphs as to who, 
where and when distributed the 'Fatwas'. In some paragraphs 
even it was not stated as to who under the direction or the 
instructions of the'successful candidates or as election agent 
has distributed the 'Fatwas' and thus the contesting respon¬ 
dent had taken an undue advantage. The petitioner cannot be 
allowed to furnish better particulars. From the very begining 
he ought to have stated the full facts which constitutes the 
corrupt practice as used in election law. The principles set 
out by learned Counsel for the petitioner have no application 
at all in this case. 

27. For the reasons aforesaid, I am of opinion that this pe¬ 
tition should be rejected for non-filing of proper affidavit. 
The pleadings arc also vague and vexatious as stated earlier. 
The two applications are allowed. The paragraphs 16 to 45 
of the petition are struck off. After striking of these para¬ 
graphs the petition does not contain any fact which requires 
contest. The petition is, therefore, rejected. 
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28. The office will intimate the substance of decision to the 
Election Commission and Speaker of the Lok Sabha without 
delay and an authenticated copy of the decision will be deliv¬ 
ered to the Election Commission as contained in section 103 
of the Act. 

29. The petitioner shall pay respondent as costs which is 
quantified at Rs. 1000/-. This amount will be paid out of the 
security' deposited by the petitioners. Balance will be refunded 
to him.

ORDER 

This appeal under Section 116A of the Representation 
of People Act, 1951 is against the rejection of the election 
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petition under Order 7, Rule 11, CPC after striking out para¬ 
graphs 16 to 45 of the election petition under Order 6, Rule 
16, CPC, The High Court has upheld three objections which 
were raised to the trial of the election petition, namely, (1) 
the affidavit filed along with the election petition was not the 
original but only attested true copy; (2) the verification made 
in the election petition was defective; and (3) that it was li¬ 
able to be rejected under Order 7, Rule 11, CPC in as much 
as the pleadings are vague and did not raise any triable issue. 
The High Court has accepted all these objections, hence this 
appeal. 

In our opinion, none of the grounds on which the High 
Court's order is based can be sustained The affidavit which 
was filed with the election petition was for all practical pur¬ 
poses the original affidavit accompanying the election peti¬ 
tion. Merely writing inadvertently at the end of the duly sworn 
affidavit that it was a copy did not result in converting the 
original into a copy of the affidavit. First objection accepted 
by the High Court has no merit. The second objection also 
could not be treated to be a fatal defect since it was a curable 
irregularity. Therefore, that could not be relied on as a & v/and 
for rejection of the election petition. We do not find any merit 
in the third objection upheld by the High Court as indicated 
hereafter. 

The election petition is based on the ground of corrupt 
practices under sub-sections (2), (3) and (3A) of Section 123 
of the Representation of People Act, 1951. In the election 
petition part of which the High Court has directed to be struck 
out are the pleadings which have to be read together with the 
Annexures to the election petition for the purpose of examin¬ 
ing whether the material facts and particulars of the corrupt 
practices alleged have been pleaded in accordance with law. 
We have persued the relevant portions of the election peti¬ 
tion and the documents annexed to the petition, the contents 
of which are incorporated by reference in addition to the 
enumeration made in the election petition itself. It cannot be 
said that the contents of the election petition together with its 
annexures do not raise any triable issue of the corrupt prac¬ 
tices alleged. The High Court has committed a serious error 
in directing paragraphs 16 to 45 of the election petition to be 
struck out under Order 6, Rule 16, CPC and then in rejecting 
the election petition under Order 7, Rule 11, CPC. In our 
opinion, triable issue of corrupt practices alleged to have been 
committed by the candidate do arise for trial of the election 
petition. The rejection of the election petition was, therefore, 
contrary to law. 

Consequently the appeal is allowed. The impugne 
judgement of the High Court striking out certain portions of 
the election petition and rejecting it under Order 7, Rule 11, 
CPC is set aside, The High Court will proceed with the trial 
in accordance with law. 


Since no one has appeared to oppose the appeal, the 
costs of this appeal are to be borne by the parties themselves.
